come” and ‘God Save the Queen” were 
given due drominence. The tront of the 
building was also tastefully decoratd with 
flags and green branches and trees, On the 
way to the hall the children attending st.

REPLY. 

MR. CHAIRMAN.—Please accept my sincer- 
est thanks for the very cordial welcome with 
which Iam greeted by yourself and the 
citizens of Edmonton aad surrounding 
settlements. 

The licutenant-governor of the Northwest 
Territories, unlike his colleagues of the pro- 
vinces of Canada, has to make himself inform- 
ed of the requirements of the people, of their 
Welfare, of their progress as well as the 
special features of the immense country he 
is charged to administer. His object must 
be tu work in harmony with your represent- 
atives upon all these matters, and his visit 
to the various districts are for this reason a 
portion of his duties. Rest assured Mr. 
Chairman that from the very early davs ot 
ty administration I have looked upon my 
prospective journey to your important dis- 
trict with a strong feeling of pleasure and 
interest. The immense, fertile and beauti- 
ful belt of country watered by the Saskat- 
chewan is the objective point of the unremit- 
ting cfforts and increasing watchfulness of 
the government of Canada to develop the 
nearly unlimited wealth it contains. But of 
course this truly national pulicy can only be 
worked out by degree, and as it were by in- 
stalments, so vast is the country and ina 
measure 80 limited are the resources of the 
Canadian government 

On my way from Calzary to this place I 
have witnessed the fact that European inmi- 
grants have reached the Kid Dier river, 
where two or three promising settlements 
are being formed. 

The next point will be no doubt the 
picturesque and beautiful dales of country 
ving between the Blind Man’s and the 
Battle rivers and so on until your own land 
of promise becomes at no distant day the 
field par excellence of our immigration, 

You have reason to request that govern- 
ment aid to railway development be given to 
this part of the country, so as to connect 
Eduionton, the metropolis of the north with 
the Canadian transcontinental railway, and 
we may all hope to see befere many months 
the realization of what was deemed to be 
some yeurs ago but the fantastic exagyeration 
of an impossible dream. 

Great hopes may be entertained as to the 
beneficial results of the fortnation and work- 
ing of your board of trade. Such an organi- 
zation is as important to business men as 
agricultural societies to farmers; they are 
and must be twin sisters,and if perseverance 
and true patriotisuy is the motto of both, 
such institutions shall prove to be most 
advantageous to your district and to our 
common country, Mr. Chai man I have 
spent inthe Northwest the best and most 
active portion of my life. I have been connects 
ed with the government of Manitoba in the 
early days of the province. IT have then with 
my colleagues shaped out the legislation of 
that prosperous and energetic province; we 
have tried and succeeded in removing from 
the busy sphere of public opinion the dis- 
cussion and the agitation of irritating ques- 
tions of race and religion, wind peace and 
good will have reigned supreme to this day 
amongst all the various groups of population 
in Manitoba. Such will be may aim in the 
discharge of ny duties as lieutenant governor 
of the Northwest Territories,
